THE aUARTZ ACT. 

The Standard, that paroson of virtue 
and truth, accuaos ihe OoTornmont of 
"swinish onroo't'on" to the Quartz Act. 
rpi,;., .•■> luo beat jet and perfectly in keep- 
ing with tho mawkish mauuderings that 
so frequently emanate from that delec- 
table journal. The aoousation is so ub.surd 
that contradiction is scarcaly LJel■es^■ary, 
but we are bound to repeat that the Quartz 
Act was foreshadowed in the Governor's 
gpopch delivered at tbo commencement of 
tho Bossiou; that it was introduced by tho 
loader of tho Government; that it formed 
an important feature in the Government 
policy; that its principle clauses paBsed as 
formulated by tho Government, and that 
had it not been for the Government it 
would not have become law. Tho Act 
literally bristles with Goveinment pro- 
visions from its preamble to its titlo 
clause. If the Opposition had been per- 
mitted to carry their desire into effect tho 
Quartz Act would have shared the same 
fate as other good measures obstructed 
niul postponed by their unparallolfld oon- 
duot.

The growing discontent of tho people 
of British Columbia with the existing 
system of representation in that Province 
has led to the introduction of a Bill into 

the Local Legislature designed to remove 
many causes of complaint. It could not 
be expected that an arrangement made in 
tlie early days of the colony could he 
other than temporary. In fact, the won- 
der rather is how it could remain so long 
uuohangod as it has done, for the instan 
cos of iujustice are quito numerous, aud 
almost as glaring as those of th« English 
constituencies previous to the days of the 
first Eoform Bill. Kootenay, for in- 
stance, a mining district of some prouiiiie 
iu the earlier days of tho Province, was 
originally allotted two members on the 
iloor of Parliament. These were given 
on the Buppoition that on era of prosperi- 
ty lay before the (li.'jtriot,and that it would 
soon be scouro of a population which 
would rondcjr that number of roprosenta- 
tivea merely its duo. Instead of inoroas' 
iug, however, the population hos rap 
idly decreased, so that at the present mo- 
ment the number of voters in placed by a 
Victoria contemporary at thirty-five or 
forty. Tho injustice of this will bo more 
clofti-ly seo» when it is considered that 
tho city of Victoria, with a population 
very closely approaching ton thousand, 
has but four members. Again, some dis- 
tricts havo rapidly progressed since tho 
framing of the original constitution, and 
now possess a large number of electors 
without having any representative on tbo 
floer of Porliament at all. The moat 
notable case of this description isCassiar, 
which, on account of recent discoTeriea of 
gold within ita bord«r», has now some 
yOO votes, and yet no meaus of making its 
complaints known to the legislators of tbe 
oountry except by 'petition. Of still 
another class of oonstituencieB which 
felt the injustice of the existing 
arrangement Nanaimo, New Westminster, 
and Yalo are specimens. Their rapreBsn- 
tation was originally granted oil the same 
basis as that of Kootouny, but, unlike it, 
thoy have far surpassod the hopes of their 
founders. To remedy thoao defects it is 
now proposed to inoreasa tho preiont ro- 
proaentatiou of 25—12 from the mainliind, 
and 13 from Vancouver Island— to 33. Of 
these members,' tbe. Island is to receive 
sixteen, and the Mainland seventeen. 
Victoria City is to have fivo members, 
and Nanaimo and New Wostuiinater two 
each, while some districts hitherto with- 
out representation are to receive one each. 
At present each member receives $400 per 
annum for attendance on his legislative 
dutiesi It is proposed to diminish this 
allowance to $250. By this decreago, not- 
withstanding tho additional eight recip- 
ients of pay, there would be a total saying 
of 81,750 yearly.

CALIFORNIA. 
San Jose, April 0.— At the city election 
the citizens' ticket mads a clean sweep by 
majorities ronging from 800 to COO, ex- 
cept for obief of police, who was oloctud 
by tho workingmen by 158 majority, ow- 
ing to a split in the citizens' ticket, and 
two councilmen. Election quiet; vote 
heavy. 

San FnANCiaco, April 9. — ^Archbishop 
Alemany's pastoral letter baa evidently 
created a flutter in the Kearney oamp. In 
convorsation with the arch agitator tcduy, 
ho stated that he bad just called upon the 
archbishop with reference to t)ie pastoral. 
The interview was by no moans of a pa- 
cific nature. The archbishop plainly 
onunoiated his hostility to the movement 
as conducted by Kearney, nnd announced 
bis intention of continuing tbo work of 
inlluoncing Kournoy's followers to forsake 
their allegiance to tho lieutennnt-genersl, 
and bo guided by tho pounsols o| tHelr 
spiritual advisers, Kearney was equally 
unoomproimising, and roundly assorted 
bis intention of continuing the oourso on 
which he bad entered in defiance of tbo 
counsels or commands of the priesthood, 
press or any other man. "1. talked to 
him like a Dutch uncle," said thoUouten- 
ant-goneral. The breach seems irrepara- 
ble, judging from the tone of tho conver- 
sation maintained by Kearney who blunt- 
ly expressed the opinioa that the arch- 
bishop was a "d — d old fool." 

A HoRRiBiiB Stokv. — The truth of the 
following almost iuorodible story (publish- 
liahed by tho Huugiirian newspaper, tho 
lion), is guaranteed to tho Pall Mall Oa- 
ietle by a member of tbu British Consular 
Service. Tbo writer says: During the 
fow days that I was at Frntcsti nun^erous 
Turkish prisoners wore continually 
brought in. Thoy were only protected 
against the cold by a fuw rugs, and it 
would'bave been better to shoot thom 
outright than to let them perish daily by 
hunger, as is boing done at Fratesti, where 
I saw from five to six hundred bodies of 
starved Turks lying heaped ouis upon the 
other, On a visit to tho hospital there 
I had an opportunity of convincing my 
self how horrible oven the wounded 
Turks wore treated. 

As I entered about a thousand wouqded 
prisoners raised thoniselves s^igbtly iI^ 
their wef, cold bods, and stretching out 
their hands, asked of mo bread in the 
namo of AUaU. Moved at tho sight of so 
much misery, I distributed 100 francs 
among tho suflerers, when tbo Jlussian 
guard pvtarwhelmedQio yi'iih curses and 
took the monoy^ from them," When they 
began ag»in to cry out for bread tho hos- 
pital guard struck Beveral of them dead 
with Uio butt-ond of his musket, where- 
upon the rest wore silent. The guard 
then asked me for money, and as I refus- 
ed to give him any ^lo threatened to shoot 
me, saying that I was a'JDutk, and - I was 
compelled to give him 50 franca. Hero 
at every stopono sees the bodies, of frozen 
and starved Tnrks lying abont as prey for 
the dogs. 



An Awful Death. 

New Yoi:k, March 19, — A horribly 
awful death is this doaeribud in this (Sun- 
day) morning's Sun. John Willonbachor, 
employed in i\ sugar rcfiuory in Brooklyn, 
yesterday afternoon stamped on the sur- 
face of a boneblook vat through which 
sugar is refined and which continually 
siks through a conical bottom over a re- 
tort, tbo flies of which keep the mass to a 
heat of ISO degrees. Ho sank into tho 
hot black mass. As he tried to lift bis 
foot to got out, ho probably found him- 
self drairn down by tho suction of tbo 
moving m088,^wbioh was kept up at a heat 
of 180 degrees.' Biis struggles prob.ibly 
only added to tho downward motion, and, 
as a flromau entered to rako tbo fire, Will- 
eubacher's terrible plight became known. 
He had thon sunk to bis throat. Men ran 
from every part of tho refinery, and the 
endeavor to reaouo Willonbachor was 
earnestly began. ' Nothing oould stop the 
ceaseless downward snction of the bone- 
black, because tbo hole at the bottom of 
tho vat opened into a retort filled with 
fierce flames. Even tho few seconds that 
wero spared to tho consideration of this, 
gavoconUrmatiou to Willenbachor's doom 
for ho sunk until the lower part of his 
face was hidden. His comrades shouted 
cheering words to bim and throw plauka 
across tbo eurfaco of tho bono black, tho 
bravest vooturiug out upon them. Thoy 
scattered tho bono blaok from Willon- 
bacbor's shouldors, and. gruspiug him, 
tugged to pull bira out, but they could 
not stir him. Ho seemed to be uneou- 
scioua from suflocation, A block was 
hiititily rigged upon a beam above tbo vat, 
aud enger men gra.spod tho tackle in thoir 
titroug handy, and puUod well togolhor, 
bnt tlioy did not move Willonbachor. Tho 
digging about tho sinking man was re- 
sumed, and tho bouo black was cleared 
away down to his thighs. Then thoso 
who hauled with all their strength upon 
the tackle raised WillenbaGher from tbo 
bone black. Kind bauds laid bim limp 
and uncouseiouH upon the planks. Ho 
was breathing faintly, and a comrade ran 
to summon a ijliysioian, but, -wbile his 
foot still Houuded on tho stairway, Will- 
enbaohor dioil. Ho leaves a wife and two 
children. 

Overthrow of the Copc-nioan System. 

Richmond, Va. March 17th, 1878, 
Rev. John Jasper, colored, of the Zion 
Colored Baptist Church, ° preached this 
ovoning to an immonso congregation, 
hundreds of negroes ^standing in the 
squares around the oburob. He preach- 
ed to show thftt tho sun moves, aud said 
if ha did not shov/ from IJiblo authority 
that tho sun moves he Airould uever preach 
again, and challenged any one to ansver 
his arguments, 

THE AnaUMENT, 

Ho argued, first, that Joshua told 
tho suu to staud still. How could it 
stand still if it bad not beon moving ? 
David says, "the rising aud going down 
of tho sun." Would any gramm»rian say 
that "rising" meant "standing still," or 
that anything could go down that was 
standing still all tbo time? Isaiah said, 
God turned tbo suu back teu degrees. 
Could it bo turned back if it had not beon 
moving ? 

WABNING AQAlNST PlULOSOrnBRS. 

Ho urged his eongregation not to be- 
lieve tho words of philosophers that tho 

earth revolves around tho sun. The thing 
is impoasiblo. What would become of 
tho ocoan ? Would it not all bo spilled 
over tho hind ? Would not this church 
building which stands hero now be a 
thousand miles away to-morrow if thoj 
earth turned around the aun? He urged 
his congregation to believe in tho Bible,' 
which sajs tbo sun moves, aud not the 
philosophers, who say it don't. Ho told 
them to stand up for tha Bible against tbo 
men who oould not answer a single argu- 
ment he advanced. 

DOWN ON W^EATHER PnOPIIETS, ' 

Philosophers say it will rain to-morrow 
aud yot, when to-morrow comes, it is 
clear, ho said, alluding to tbo weather 
people in Washington, The philosophers 
say thero aro only nine stars and yet tbo 
Bible says thore aro millions. 

This is tho Rubatanco of tbo sermon^ 
which was dolivorod with earnostness and 
received with applause by tho congrega- 
tion. At the end ho said, all you who do 
believe that tlie sun moves hold up your 
right hand. Every hand' in tho oongro- 
gntion was raised, Jasper is tho pastor 
of tho largest' colored Baptist churoh in 
tho oity. 

Hswalian Islands. 



HoKitoBs OF THE Late Wab, — Tho late 
war in Europe -was marked by terrible de- 
struction of life and indiscribable sufTer- 
ing, A newspaper correspondent in dis- 
oribing scenes along the traok of tbo 
army where tho inhabitants of cities and 
villages wore driven from their homes, 
thus writes: "I saw tho bodies of Bul- 
garian peasants with terrible wounds 
tho head and nock, sometimes mutilated 
and disfigured; women and infants, ohil- 
dron and old men, both Turkish and Bul- 
garian, fallen in tho fields by tho roadside 
half buried in tho snow, or lying in tbo 
pools of water. It scorned to have been 
one long battle between tho poasants of 
both racoa, in which tho deod wero count- 
ed equally for oach; but while many of 
the bodies bore marks of violence and 
showod ghastly wounds, tho great pro- 
portion of women and ohildren wore evi- 
dently frozen to de:Uh, for they lay on 
the snow as if asleep, with tbo flush of 
life still in their faces, and tho pink skin 
of their feet and hands still unblanohed. 
Side by side with these, many corpses of 
old men, full of dignity »von in death, 
lay stark by tho roadside, thoir white 
beards clotted with blood and theif help- 
loss bands fallen upon their breasts. From 
the muddy water of the ditches tiny 
hands and foot strotobod out, and baby 
faces half covered with snow looked out 
innooeatly and poncofully, with soareely 
a sign of sulToring on thoir features."
